Voters of Antioch Grade school 
District 34 will go to the polls Sat- 
urday afternoon to validate their 
school tax rate at .90 per. cent or 
90 cents on the $100. This means no 
increase In present taxes, but a 
slight reduction. 

The election is made necessary in 
this district as in many others in 
Lake county 'because of the state 
supreme court decision in the Ben- 
esnville grade school case which des- 
troyed the school's tax rate as con- 
trary to ihe Butler law. 

The present legislature hurriedly 
enacted a law which will give 
schools affected by the court's de- 
cision an opportunity to re-establish 
their rate to the step nearest that 
of the Butler act and in this case, 
Antloch's is actually reduced .01 per 
cent from .91 to .90 as It will appear 
on the ballot. The .91 per cent has 
been in effect since May 31, 1947. 

The ballot will be of the yes or no 
type and will ask the maximum rate 
of 90 cents an the $100 assessed val- 
ed amount of $102,520. 

Principal Richard Whitacre point- 
ed out that unless the rate asked for 
in the referendum is established by 
the electorate, the Antioch Grade 
school will get but $40,409.27 In in- 
come and will be faced to either re- 
duce the schooling to 4Vi months or 
borrow money with the added ex- 
pense of interest charges. 

The school has been operating on 
a cash basis for 10 years. 

The election will be from noon to 
7 p. m. Saturday, May 19, with vot- 
ing in the first grade room of the 
old building where people 
voted in' school elections . for 23 
years. 

Principal Whitacre addressed . the 
Parent-Teacher club on the refer- 
endum Monday t night and received 
unanimous support for a' "yes" -vote; 

The total vote, of. all townships 
showed 293 favoring the establish- 
ment of the district and but 125 op- 
posed.

Mr. Radke has served on the vil- 
lage board of trustees. 

During the 10 years from 1923 to 
1933 he spent a part of his time in 
the real estate business, selling land 
in Brownsville, Tex. He continued 
his barbering here on weekends, al- 
though since 1923 the shop has been 
run by his sons- 
Mr. Radke and Cora Bucholtz 
were married in November 1895 and 
six years ago celebrated their golden 
wedding anniversary. Mrs. Radke 
died on July 31, 1949 and he had 
made his home alone since then. 

Surviving are two daughters, 
Mrs. Iva Carey, Dallas, Texas; and 
Mrs. Virginia Cavanagh, Kenosha; 
and the son, Maurice H. Radke, 
and two grandchildren. A son, Har- 
ry, preceded him in death.

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Saving The Wounded 

Deaths from wounds in the Korean War have been 
at the lowest rate in history. This is a tribute to the 
magnificent work which the doctors, nurses and med- 
ical corpsman attached to our fighting forces are doing 
under the most difficult and dangerous conditions. 

But there is even more to it than that— and it is 
found in the high protein diet of American soldiers. 
Their rations include about a pound of meat a day, 
and meat is one of the best of the limited number of 
sources of whole protein. According to Dr. I. S. Rav- 
din, professor of surgery at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, and formerly a brigadier general in the medi- 
cal corps, the amazing success in saving the wounded 
has resulted in part from "the recognition that high 
grade animal protein in diets may be almost as im- 
portant as antibiotics (germ-killing medicines) in heal- 
ing wounds faster." 

This comes hard on the heels of the experience 
during World War II, when the enormous value of 
protein to troops was proven. Then, as now, military 
personnel received rations high in meat content. It 
was found, further, that protein has a definite bene- 
ficial effect on energy and morale, no less than in 
helping the sick and wounded to regain their health. 

What is true of the soldier is true of the civilian. 
Research has firmly established the fact that large 
amounts of proteins are needed by almost everyone. 
This is now strongly advocated by the leading medi- 
cal authorities on dietetics. It makes a step forward 
on the march toward a stronger, healthier people* — as 

the experience in Korea is demonstrating. 

• • • 

The Truth About Freight Rates 

Some people seem to think, quite honestly, that 
railroad freight rates represent a substantial part of 
the cost of most things we buy — and that freight rates 
have been a factor in forcing prices to rise. Those 
who do think that are wrong on both counts. 

First of all, freight rates had nothing at all to do 
with starting the rise in prices. Prices went up first. 



long before the freight rates. When the last World 
war ended In 1045, railroad freight charges were no 
higher than when war began In Europe, six years 
earlies. The first postwar increases In freight rates 
were nbt made until mid-1040, and by that time prices 
generally had risen 50 per cent. 

Second, railroan freight charges are always a very 
small fraction of the cost of most articles we buy— and 
today they represent a smaller fraction than they 
ever did before. Actually, since the last war began, 
railroad revenues — figured on the standard ton-mile 
basis— have Increased only one-third as much as rail- 
road wages, as the cost of the many materials and sup- 
plies the industry must buy, and as consumers prices 
generally. 

To put the sltutation still another way, railroad 
freight charges today, in proportion to the price level, 
are actually lower than they were before the war, and 
are about as low as any time in the lines' long history. 

So don't blame the cost of carrying freight for boost- 
ing prices— it just Isn't so. The fact is that the rail- 
roads have been doing a superb job with extremely 

Inadequate earnings.

Planned Inflation 

Most of us tend to shy away from discussions of In- 
flation by economists. They are apt to be lengthy, 
technical and, to the layman, hopelessly Involved. 

However, an outstanding "banker" recently gave 
general description of the causes of inflation in words 
which anyone can understand. Here's what he said: 

"Inflation was brought about in this country as a 
matter of deliberate government policy over a period 
of 20 years with World War II thrown in for good 

measure 

"Almost 20 years ago during a period of severe de- 
pression, those in charge of our government apparent- 
ly decided that the fundamental law of supply and de- 
mand was too slow in functioning, and their econo- 
mists wrote a prescription for a government-made, 
synthetic form of prosperity, really inflation, based 
upon a government-supplied excess of purchasing 
power and a government-created short supply of com- 
modities. Such a program obviously required money, 
and lots of it. The government does not produce 
wealth — it consumes wealth .... So the government 
embarked upon the policy of taking tax money from 
those who had something and piling up government 
indebtedness and spreading the money around in form 
of doles, subsidies, parity payments, price support 
programs, and other such devices among people who 
would immediately spend it ... .

This was man-made, 
synthetic, artificially-inseminated inflation, manu- 
factured to order and found for some years to be polit- 
ically quite profitable." 

There arc the roots of our inflation, from which to- 
day's towering plant has grown. It is just one more 
sorry example of the fact that whon government at- 
tempts to "repeal" a natural economic law, everyone 
is hurt in the long run.

QUESTION: What causes cattlo 
to como down with shipping fever? 

ANSWER: This disease La usually 
duo to a combination of highly In- 
fectious agents. It affects millions 
of dollars worth of cattlo annually. 

QUESTION: Is It always brought 
on by shipping? 

ANSWER: Not always, but usual- 
ly. When cattle arc shipped, they 
often suffer exposure to tho elements, 
as well as exposure to germs. In a 
weakened condition, mingling with 
strange animals, they are easy proy 
for the Infection. 

QUESTION: How does an Infected 
animal act? 

ANSWER: It may refuse to eat; 
may be "slow", have a high fever, 
the eyes may water, and breathing 
may bo labored. If thesa symptoms 
show up, however, It's best to get a 
veterinarian's diagnosis, because sim- 
ilar symptoms are present in tho 
early stages of blackleg and hem- 
orrhagic septicemia, and it's danger- 
ous to mal:a & mistake.
